THE LIVE OF JOHN GREGORY, M.D. F.R.S. 


Late Profetlor of Medicine in the Unive 


rity of Edinburgh, and fielt Phytician

R JOHN GREGORY was

The 
Medica! Society of Edinburgh was in- 
flituted for the purpofe of difcufling 
with freedom all fubjets connected 
with medicine and philolophy. Me 
Grecory, It appears, was a member of 
that fociety in the year 1742, when 
the famous Dr Mark Akenfide, his 
fellow ftudent and intimate companion 
belonged to that ufciul inftitution. 
Mr Grerory went to witty 
where he flucdted ander the celebrated 
Gaubias, Albinus, and Van Royen. 
While refiding at Leyden, he had the 
honour of recciving, from the dhinp’s 
College of Aberdeen, an unfolicited 
Ccogr@ of Decior of Medicine 3 and, 
foon atier his retuen from Holl nd, he 
was elected Profcfior of Philofophy 
in that aniverfity. agreeably to the 
nature of his cm) loyment, in the years 
174%, 1748, and 1749, he delivered 
kétures on mathematics, natural phi- 
lofophy, and moral philolophy. 
wards the end of the year 17.19, how- 
ever, he chofe to refign lis itor. 
{hip of philofophy, having ciredied his 
views chicfly to the me ice ot phyfic. 
pp revioufly to his fetthing as ap) hy- 
fician at Aberdeen, he sent for tome 
months to the Continent, both, per- 
haps, to eniaree his ideas and to pro- 


cure amusement. After his return to 
Sent. 
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Scotland, Dr Gregory in the year 
1745, married Elitabeth daughter of 
Lord Vorbes, a beautiful and accom- 
plifhed young lady, with whom he re- 
ceived a conliderable addition to his 
fortune. During the period of their 
union, which was nine years only, 
they mutually enjoyed a high degree 
of domettic felicity. 
At that period, the chief medical 
ractice was pre-occupied by his elder 
Dr James Gregory. ‘This 
circumitance induced Dr John to try 


his fortune in London ; to which ci- 


ty he repaired in the year 1754) where 
his reputation as a man of genius foon 
procured him the countenance and in- 
timate istercourfe of many of the firlt 
literary characters in England. In the 
{ume year, he was made a member of 
the Royal Society in London; and 
he would unquettionably, if he had re- 
mained in that metropolis, foon have 
acquired an extenfive pra@ice. But 
the death of his brother Dr James 
Gregory, in November 1756, occa- 
fioned a vacancy in the Profefforfhip of 
Medicine in the King’s College of A- 
berdecn. ‘Pothis chair, in his abfence, 
he was elected, and folicited to per- 
form the duties of that office. For this 
purpole, in the beginning of the fol- 
lowing year, he returned to his native 
country,

‘To convey fome idea of this book, 
I thall give a fhort fketch of its plia, 
The condition of man, in a {tate of 
fociety, may be viewed in three dit. 
ferent afpects. In his favage ftate, he 
is diltinguifhed by the higheft improve. 
ment of his corporeal powers; and, of 
courfe, by a proportional neglect of 
his intelle€tual faculties: Ass fociety 
advances in its progrefs, the focial ai- 
f:@ions begin to appear; the heroic 
virtues are difplayed ; war is, in fome 
meafure, regulated by the principles 
of honour ; and the fpirit of patriot 
ifm produces high exertions of gene- 
rofity and courage. Succeeding ages 
behold the fame people extending their 
territory ; holding intercourfe with dif- 
tant nations; acquiring wealth by 
means of commerce; and gradually 
advancing to the period of refinement 
and luxury. In this ftage of fociety; 
the heroic virtues are obliterated, and 
are fucceeded by a paflion for the ob 
jets of tafte in productions of the fine 
arts. Invention is exciced and indvl- 
try ftimulated by the artificial wants 
created by luxury. Extenfion of in- 
tercourfe refines the manners of mat 
kind, and leifure and eafe invite them 
to improve their underflandings at! 
their genius. The poffbility of any 
nation being capable of uniting the a 
vantages peculiar to each of thole fta- 
ges of fociety, is perfectly chimerical j 
but it appeared to our authors thats 
though it was impoflible for large al 
fociations of men to realife this idea 
{till it was practicable for individuals 
to attain this moft defirable end. ‘Ta 
hisay it feemed not irrational to thinks 
that men endowed with the mott yl 
fost ulz of their bodily powers, miei 
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March 1820. 
fo reach the higheft improvement of 
their mental faculties ; that the heroic 
virtues might be united with a tafte for 
elegance and of beauty they 
might, to fimplicity and inoffenfive 
manners, add genuine politenefs, and, 
at once, cultivate the virtuous feel- 
ings of the hearty andthe faculties of 
Gregory's in the 
fidttection of this fmall> but ingeni- 
ous.and ufeful book, on the manage- 
ment of infants, and their education, 
merit the particular attention of all pa- 
rents. Here he fhews, that moft hu- 
man calamities derive their origin, not 
trom nature, but from men’s own Ca- 
price, inattention, and folly, Of this 
kind are the innumerable evils which 
atife from the mifmanagement of in- 
fants, and the abfurd feverity in the 
eof educating them, ‘Ihefe e- 
vils; the remarks and remonttrances of 
De Gregory, feon contributed, in a 
great meafure, to eradicate. -Bat with 
regard to the too common fyltem of 
tarly education, his abfervatione, tho’ 
oxtremely have not-obtained equal 
Eyery man mult regret, that 
the happielt period of human life, 
the days of healthy cheerfulnefs, and 
iNhocence, an which We always reflect 
With pleafure, not svithout fome niix- 
regret, are fpent in the midit 
at tears, punithmentiand flavery ; and 
this to-antwer no other end, but to 
mike a child a man fanie years before 
intended he {hoald be one.”

mortality among the offspring of men 
are, in fome meafure, apparent. Tne 
great havock made by difeafes arifes 
chietly from the unnatural treatment 
they receive. Their own initinéts, 
and the conduct of Nature ut rearing 
otter animals, are never regarded. 
When farther advanced in life, the in- 
flings of Nature’ become irrefitidle. 
The great mortality among children 
‘has been confidered a nataral evil, and, 
therefore, an unaydidabl> one, and, ot 
-courfe, is fubmitted to without exam:- 
nation. Why the ftate of infancy is 
the moft fickly, and why fo preat 2 
proportion of mankind is cut off at 
that early period, phyficians have af- 
cribed to feveral caufes; as, the dangers 
arifing from the fudden and alimoft to- 
tal change of the animal ceconomy 
which takes place immediately at birth ; 
the dangers produced by the free ad- 
-‘mifion of external air to their bodies ; 
the high degree of irritability in their 
nervous fyttem ; the delicacy of their 
whole frame, and the atefcency of 
their food. This account of the mat- 
ter, thoagh feemingly plaafible, is by 
no means fatistaétory. It ghould be 
confidered, that all thefe fuppofed cau- 
fes of the difeafes ot infancs are not 
confined to the Kaman fpecies, but ex - 
tendtomanyother animals, without pro- 
ducing thofe or fimilar effeats 5 that the 
difcafes mott fatal to children have no 
exiitence among favage nations ; and 
their prevalence is proportioned to the 
piogrefs of luxury and c#eminate mane 
ners, joined to the negle& of the 
plain dictates of inflin& aud of 
ture. 

Daring iafancy, children, in gene- 
ral, enjoy a greater luxuriancy of lite 
and health than in any other period. 
Jofants, it is true, are more delicate- 
ly fenfible of injury than. thofe advan- 
ced in life. Pur, as a compenfation, 
their fibres and veil_ls are more capa- 
ble of diftention, and their whole fyf- 
tem more flexible; their fluids are 
lefs acrid, and Jefs liable to aflume a 
patrefcent quality ; they can {apport 
every 
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every evacuation more eafily, except 
the lofs of blood ; and, what 1s much 
in their favour, they are entirely eman- 
ete from the often injurious con- 
Tequences of tinaginary terrors. Their 
animal {puits, if not blunted by the 
prflure of difeafe, are always viva- 
C1iOUS 3 they loon forget pail fufferings, 
aod never anticipate future. Thete, 
and fimilar advantages, enable cluldren 
recover from difeates which ate al- 
wavs fatal to adults. 

Ali animals, exccpt the females of 
the human ipecies, bring forth their 
young without aililtance, except fome 
which we have corrupted and debili- 
gated, by forcing them from a natural 
t0 a domeftic flate. But we moft ab. 
furdly think Nature unqualified for 
whis important office; and, to fupply 
that detect, call in the afuilance of ig- 
norant and often dangerouly blunder. 
midwives. It is too well known, 
that numbers of infants, as well as 
mothers, fall daily victims to the pre. 
polterous management of thofe preten- 
ded artis. A well inflru@ed mid- 
wife, it mult be acknowledged, is, for 
many reafons, preferable to an accous 
cheurs Women have generally more 
patience than mea; befides, men are 
fo often occupied as furgeons, &c. that 
they tire, cannot wait the flow but 
fare operations ot Nature; and, for 
thefe reafons, not unfrequently em.

It has always, however, been the 
misfortune of philofophical men to a. 
tempt the invettigation of objects which 
Nature has placed beyond their reach, 
and to afcend to general principles, 
and to fabricate fyltems, without a 
previous colle€tion and arrangement 
of facts, which alone can give thema 
folid foundation. ‘This only proper 
mode of philofophyfing was inculcated 
in the moft {trenuous and clear man- 
ner by the celebrated Bacon, Lord 
Verulam. But few attempts have been 
made to cultivate philofophy upon his 
moft rational and excellent plan. Sir 
Hiaac Newton, Mr Boyle, and fome 
ethers, however, muft be excepted, 
Gerius is naturally impatient of tel- 
traint, and impetuous in its purfuits. 
Tience, it delights in employing rs 
own internal materials, or thofe which 
the imagination fpontaneoully fupplies. 

dut the materials neceflary for the ini- 
provement of arts or {ciences mult 0: 
collegted by fuch flow and patient ob- 
fervation, as is,in a great meaiure, In- 
compatible with the rapidity and 
{prightlinefs of genius. Men of real 
genius cannot endure the fetrers of me- 
thod and fyftem; but they are the only 
people whofe province it is to invent 
them.  Lerd Verulam brought the 
fyitematic method of thofe who at 
called fchoolmen, which was founded 
on metaphyfical and often nomine: 
fubletics, into merited contempt, and 
and pointed out a mode of inveltige 
tion founded on the moit jult and ex 
tenfive views of Nature. For thei 
and fimilar reafons, it bas happened, 
that few of the ufeful arts of life hav 
been improved by philofophers.

to any phyfician who has written fince 
the days of Hippocrates, if we except 
Dr Sydetham, who owes his reputa- 
ton to preat natural fapacity in ma- 
king obfervations, and to a more

A philofopher, or a mathematicicn, 
who happens to poflcfs a farm, 
not underftand the conf{lruction of a 
cart or a plough, fu well as the fervant 
who drives them: Neither 1s he fo 
well acquainted with the method of 
cultivating the grouad to advantage. 
Many of what are denominated ty{- 
tems of agriculture have been publiih- 
ed; but they are only collections of 
maxims, or rather neftrums, accom- 
panied with a profufion of ridiculous 
rcafonings. What is chiefly to be wilh- 
ed for in hufbundry, is a detail of ob- 
fervations and experiments, fully and 
diflinctly related, as well as properiy 
attefted: for no lefs authority cana 
give ftability to general maxims in any 
icience whatever. With pleafure, how- 
evei, we obferve the fpirit of a liberal 
philofophy beginning to arife, better 
calculated to promote both private and 
public utility. In matters of opinion 
the authority of antiquity and of cele- 
braced names is now lefs regarded. 
Men begin to tire of theories which 
produce no ufetul The 
Soad of contemptible rubbuh, under 
which fcience had been fo long op- 
prefied, begins to be removed ; anda 
general difpefition ariics to expofe and 
dcfpife thofe quechith aris which have 
fo often cifgraced literature, and gea- 
tlemen who were ever trained to wirat 
zlways ought to be liberal prot-thons. 
‘Lhe beft method of promoting ufeful 
fcience, 1s to communicate it with per- 
fpicuity, and in languege as void of 
technical terms as the nature of the 
fubject wili permit.

He un- 
derrook to fhew thatthe infancy of the 
prefent government of France was no 
reafon why we fheuid refute to treat 
with th em, and concluded wrth ob- 
te rving, that our aniwer wil! ferve the 
purpoie of the Chicf Conful, ia ex- 
citing the public fpirit and animofity 
of France againit us more than any oc 
currence of the war. 

Lord Hawk foury obferved, that asto 
the fiability of the prcient Frenéb go- 
vernment, it was be judacd ot 
by the fate of all theoie that had gore 
before it, in a Country where a revolu- 
tion had taken place almott every via 
and wah reipedt to the propriety ot ne- 
gociating with it, thare Wis no otha 
ground by wh ich that could be Judged 
uf but the charaéter of the individuals 
who were at the ‘head of this yowucri 
meut. He would not attempt to ce- 
fend the conduct of the Princes of the 
fioute of Bourpor. He would admit 
that it had been perhdious; thete 
could not be changed, had they been 
ever fo bad. But to cuter into a trea- 
ty of peace with a government that 
had uo characters that was infamous 
forits crimes; that had no fiability, 
and which nobody knew the moment. 
it was likely to be changed: That was 
a policy which nothisg but madnets 
conid dictate ; particniarly fo when tt 
wis conudercd how great were the 
power and refources oF the country 4 
this moments; and that its revontics 

vere encreated to am amount beyord 
what ey had cver been at. Tle boo- 
ed and irufed then that this ceuntes 
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would pertevere with firmnefs and 
maulinels until the pretent conteft was 
prouchtto an honourable tcrmination. 
He hadit from the firtt fources of 1a- 
formation, that the britith character 
never flood fo high on the Continent of 
Europe as at the preient moment: For 
this character we were indebted to the 
Vigour and relolution with which we 
tupported the contett even when we 
alone: And the only perions who 
appeared to {peak the character 
of Great Britain were thofe few who 
compofed the minority oF that and the 
other houfe of Parhament.
